The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of 
Commanders Jose J. Rios, Jason A. Skeen, and William E. Jaeger 
(Chair) met and reviewed the above case. 

FINDINGS: 


The EFRC determined the use of force was within Department policy. 


The EFRC determined the tactics used were not within Department 
policy. 


The evidence in this investigation supports the following charge:

Sections 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, Regulations, and 
Orders [as it pertains to 3-10/150.00, Tactical Incidents], on or 
about October 27, 2018, while on-duty and assigned to South Los

but not limited to the following: 


a. 


failing to request back-up, and/or utilize additional 
Department resources prior to engaging in, and/or 
approaching, and/or contacting five (5) to eight (8) 
suspects; and/or, 


failing to strategically communicate, and/or maintain 
observation of his partner by splitting up to contact 
suspects on the west side of the sidewalk; and/or, 


failing to advise his partner, the suspect was armed with a 
firearm; and/or, 


advancing, and/or closing the distance between himself 
and an armed suspect, and/or failing to seek, and/or take 
appropriate cover upon approaching the suspect, and/or 
taking independent action; and/or, 


failing to immediately broadcast on a Sheriff's 
Communications Center access channel and advise 
Sheriff's Communications personnel that you and your 
partner were involved in a shooting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


Based on an assessment of mitigating and aggravating factors, the 
EFRC Panel recommended Subject Cano Robles, | receive a 
suspension with loss of pay and benefits for two (2) days. 


Chief April Tardy concurred with the recommendations.

LETTER OF INTENT 


You are hereby notified that it is the intention of the Sheriff's Department to 
suspend you without pay from your position of Deputy Sheriff, Item No. 2708А, 
with this Department for a period of two (8) days. 
An investigation under IAB File Number IV 2541310, conducted by the Internal 


Affairs Bureau, coupled with your own statements, has established the 
following: 


1. That in violation of Department Manual of Policy and 
Procedures Sections 3-01/050.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations, and Orders [as it pertains to 3-10/150.00, 
Tactical Incidents], on or about October 27, 2018, while 
on-duty and assigned to South Los Angeles Station, you 
failed to perform to the standards established for the 
position of a patrol trained deputy sheriff when you 
failed to employ sound tactical principles by not 
communicating with your partner (Deputy Manual 
Ibarra), and closing the distance on an armed suspect, 
as evidenced by, but not limited to the following: 


a. failing to request back-up, and/or utilize additional 
Department resources prior to engaging in, and/or 
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approaching, and/or contacting five (5) to eight (8) 
suspects; and/or, 


b. failing to strategically communicate, and/or 
maintain observation of your partner by splitting up 
to contact suspects on the west side of the sidewalk; 
and/or, 


c. failing to advise your partner, the suspect was 
armed with a firearm; and/or, 


d. advancing, and/or closing the distance between you 
and an armed suspect, and/or failing to Seek, and/or 
take appropriate cover upon approaching the 
Suspect, and/or taking independent action; and/or, 


e. failing to immediately broadcast on a Sheriff's 
Communications Center access channel and advise 
Sheriff's Communications personnel that you and 
your partner were involved in a shooting. 


Additional facts for this decision are set forth in the Disposition Worksheet, 
Investigative Summary, and Investigative Packet, which are incorporated herein 
by reference. 


Prior to determining this disciplinary action, the Executive Force Review 
Committee and I have thoroughly reviewed the incident and your record with 
this Department. 


You have the right to grieve this disciplinary action within ten (10) business 
days of receipt of this letter. Your grievance procedures may be found in your 
classification's negotiated Memorandum of Understanding. 


Failure to respond to this Letter of Intent within ten (10) business days will be 
considered a waiver of your right to grieve and will result in the imposition of 
this discipline indicated herein. 


At the time of service of this Letter of Intent, you were provided with a copy of 
the material on which the discipline is based. If you are unable to access the 
information provided in the enclosed CD, you may contact Meriam Salim-Torres, 
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of the Internal Affairs Bureau, б о |] and arrange an appointment 
for assistance in this regard.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the October 27, 2018, non-fatal shooting of Alvaro Jimenez by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputy Luis Cano. It is our conclusion Deputy 
Cano acted in lawful self-defense at the time he fired his weapon. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this shooting on October 27, 2018, at 
approximately 5:00 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team responded to the location. They 
were given a briefing and walk-through of the scene by LASD Lieutenant Rodney Moore. 


The following analysis is based on reports, recorded interviews, photographs, and sketches 
submitted to this office by LASD Homicide Bureau Investigators Timothy Ruggiero and Robert 
Gray. The voluntary statement of Deputy Cano was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On October 27, 2018, at approximately 3:30 a.m., Deputies Cano and Manuel Ibarra were both 
on patrol in LASD uniforms sitting in a marked black and white police vehicle parked at a corner 
in the City of Lennox. A woman pulled up to their patrol vehicle and informed them that there 
was a group of people who were drinking and being loud, about mid-block, one street over on 
South Burin Avenue.! She requested that Cano and Ibarra help to disperse the group. 


Ibarra drove to the area on South Burin Avenue and parked about midblock. Ibarra noticed a 
group of people on both sides of the street who were drinking alcoholic beverages. Ibarra exited 


1 The location where the people were drinking and being loud is a residential area. 
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the vehicle and approached the group that was standing on the east sidewalk. Cano, who was 
sitting in the passenger seat, exited the vehicle and approached the group on the west sidewalk. 


Upon exiting the vehicle, Cano immediately saw a man wearing a green jacket, later identified as 
Alvaro Jimenez, walk south away from the group situated on the west sidewalk. While walking 
away, Cano observed Jimenez remove a long rifle from the front of his pants and turn towards 
Cano. Cano stated, “I was thinking he’s going to shoot me with that big old rifle, me and my 
partner, and we only have handguns.” In response, Cano drew his duty weapon and fired at 
Jimenez three to four times. Jimenez was not struck by gunfire and ran southbound on the 
sidewalk, still holding the rifle. 


Jimenez again turned towards Cano and pointed the rifle at him. Cano stated, “And then as he’s 
running, he’s still like turning towards me as if he's pointing like he wants, he's going to fire 
towards me." Cano fired additional rounds at Jimenez, striking him multiple times in both legs.? 
Jimenez dropped the rifle and fell to the ground. Cano handcuffed Jimenez and the group of 
people on both sides of the street became unruly. 


Ibarra ran towards the location, stood over Jimenez' rifle, and commanded the crowd to stand 
back. Ibarra then radioed for police backup and for a rescue ambulance. Additional units and a 
rescue ambulance arrived. Jimenez was treated at the scene and transported to UCLA Harbor 
Medical Center for his non-life threatening injuries. 


Jimenez’ semiautomatic AK-47 rifle was located at the scene. Investigators later examined the 
rifle and determined it was not loaded. See Figure 1.

2 Cano's weapon was a 9mm Beretta semiautomatic firearm. Cano fired his duty weapon a total of 11 times during 
this incident. 


Numerous witnesses were interviewed at the scene. Several refused to give statements. A 
majority stated they only heard the gunshots but did not see or hear the proceeding events. One 
witness, J observed the deputies arrive and Jimenez flee on foot. He observed Cano 
fire his weapon at Jimenez but told investigators he did not know why Cano fired his weapon. 


A final witness [J observed Jimenez run after the deputies arrived, heard about seven to 
eight gunshots, and hid behind a car. Afterwards she saw Jimenez on the floor. She never 
mentioned seeing Jimenez with a gun, but stated that before the deputies arrived, she spoke to 
Jimenez. While speaking with him EE observed a belt strap on Jimenez’ shoulder, but 
she did not see what was attached to it. 


Surveillance Footage 


HER povided surveillance footage from his residence near the location. J 


showed the investigators the video at the scene, but the video was not collected immediately 
following the incident and was no longer available by the time investigators tried to obtain a 
copy. As such, this office did not review the recording. 


Per NN the video quality was poor due, in part, to how dark it was outside. The video 
appeared to show Jimenez holding a large object, “Perhaps a rifle, at the low ready.” In his 
interview ЙА stated the video captured Jimenez with a large object about one minute 
before the shooting occurred. 


Charges filed on Jimenez 
Following his arrest, Jimenez was charged in case YA099160 with two felonies. The charges 
included exhibiting a firearm in the presence of an officer, in violation of Penal Code § 417(c) 


and possession of a firearm by a felon, in violation of Penal Code § 29800(a)(1). 


This case was tried by a jury. On December 20, 2019, the jury stated it was hung on both 
charges. 


On January 31, 2020, Jimenez pled no contest to a misdemeanor disturbing the peace. in 
violation of Penal Code § 415(2). 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 
The Law 
California Law permits the use of deadly force in self defense or in the defense of others if the 


person claiming the defense actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent 
danger of great bodily injury or death. Penal Code § 197: CALCRIM No. 505: See also People 


у. Randle (2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 994 (overruled on another ground in People у. Chun (2009) 45 
Cal.4th 1172, 1201); People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4th 1073, 1082. 


In protecting oneself or another, a person may use all the force that he or she believes is 
reasonably necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury that appears to be imminent. CALCRIM 
No. 3470. If the person's belief were reasonable, the danger does not need to have actually 
existed. Id, 


A police officer may use reasonable force to effect an arrest, prevent escape, or overcome 
resistance of a person the officer believes has committed a crime. Penal Code § 835a. An 
officer “may use all the force that appears to him to be necessary to overcome all resistance, even 
to the taking of life; [an officer is justified in taking a life if] the resistance [is] such as appears to 
the officer likely to inflict great bodily injury upon himself or those acting with him.” People v. 
Mehserle (2012) 206 Cal.App.4th 1125, 1146 


In evaluating whether a police officer’s use of deadly force was reasonable in a specific situation, 
it is helpful to draw guidance from the objective standard of reasonableness adopted in civil 
actions alleging Fourth Amendment violations. “The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of 
force must be judged from the perspective of a reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with 
the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The calculus of reasonableness must embody allowance for the 
fact that police officers are often forced to make split-second judgments—in circumstances that 
are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving—about the amount of force that is necessary in a 
particular situation.” Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-397. 


An officer has “probable cause” in this context when he knows facts which would “persuade 
someone of reasonable caution that the other person is going to cause serious physical harm to 
another.” CALCRIM No. 507. When acting under Penal Code § 196, the officer may use only 
so much force as a reasonable person would find necessary under the circumstances. People v. 
Mehserle (2012) 206 Cal.App.4th 1125, 1147. An officer may only resort to the use of deadly 
force when the resistance to compliance or arrest "appears to the officer more likely to inflict 
great bodily injury on himself or those acting with him." Id. at 1146; quoting People v. Bond 
(1910) 13 Cal.App. 175, 189-190. The prosecution has the burden of proving beyond a 
reasonable doubt that a killing was not justified. CALCRIM Nos. 505, 507. 


"Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might resorted to other means to secure his safety.” People v. Collins (1961) 189 
Cal.App.2d 575, 589. 


Analysis 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows Cano and Ibarra were flagged down by a 
woman complaining of a group of individuals who were loudly drinking on a residential street in 
the early morning hours. The deputies proceeded to investigate and saw Jimenez walk away 
from the group holding a rifle. 


Cano observed Jimenez remove a long rifle from his pants and turn his body towards Cano. In 
response, Cano drew his service weapon and fired at Jimenez. Jimenez ran away from Cano, but 
turned and pointed the rifle at Cano. In fear for his life, Cano fired his service weapon again. this 
time striking Jimenez multiple times in both legs. 


Under this rapidly unfolding situation, it was reasonable for Cano to believe that Jimenez posed a 
deadly threat to himself. As such, his decision to use deadly force in order to protect himself was 
reasonable. Although it was later determined that Jimenez’ weapon was not loaded, this fact 
does not change the reasonableness of Cano’s decision to use deadly force. 


CONCLUSION 


We find that Deputy Cano acted lawfully in self-defense when he fired at Jimenez. We are 
closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.

SYNOPSIS 


On October 27, 2018, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant 
Quitman Carter, Sergeants Calvin Mah, and David Moore, responded to South Los 
Angeles Station regarding an on-duty deputy involved hit shooting. Alvaro Jimenez 
(hereafter referred to as Suspect Jimenez) sustained multiple gunshot wounds to both 
legs and pelvis after brandishing a rifle. On April 26, 2021, this case was reassigned to 
IAB Sergeant Armando Martinez. 


Lieutenant Carter ensured that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Richard Conti, took 
reasonable steps to ensure that the involved employee and witness employee did not 
discuss the incident amongst themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant Carter verified with Lieutenant 
Conti that the involved employee and witness employee did not collectively consult with 
their attorney or representative. Lieutenant Carter also verified the personnel gathered 
in the company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


Sergeant Robert Gray, and Detective Timothy Ruggiero, from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department (LASD) Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
investigation. For further information, refer to the Homicide casebook, under URN 018- 
08235-0381-055 [EXHIBIT A, Homicide book]. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


This case was reviewed by the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office, Justice 
System Integrity Division (JSID). In their letter of opinion, dated November 16, 2020, 
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Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby concluded Deputy Luis Cano acted lawfully in 
self-defense when he fired at Suspect Alvaro Jimenez [EXHIBIT B]. 


SUMMARY 


On October 27, 2018, at approximately 0330 hours, Deputies Manuel Ibarra and Luis 
Cano, worked a two-person car as Unit 32A at South Los Angeles Station, early 
morning shift. Deputy Ibarra was the driver and Deputy Cano was the passenger. 


IAB Note: Deputy Luis Cano Robles is his true name, however, he 
refers to himself as Luis Cano. He will be referred to as 
Deputy Cano. 


While in their marked patrol vehicle, travelling northbound on Grevillea Avenue, an 
unidentified female Hispanic driver in a dark colored sport utility vehicle contacted them. 
She informed the deputies there was a loud party on Burin Avenue. The female wished 
to remain anonymous due to the fact she lived in the neighborhood and did not want her 
name on record. The female informed Deputies Ibarra and Cano several individuals 
were drinking and acting disruptive. The female further stated the individuals blocked 
her from passing through the street. The female requested deputies to end the party 
and disperse the crowd. 


Deputy Ibarra had responded to 30 to 70 noise complaints during his tenure. He 
believed this incident would turn out as previous incidents. He did not request 
additional resources for this complaint, because he believed his experience in handling 
noise complaints did not warrant them. In previous incidents, he asked the disturbing 
parties to disperse and most had complied. He believed he responded to this incident 
as any other ordinary noise complaint. As Deputy Ibarra drove toward the location of 
the disturbance, he and Deputy Cano developed a plan prior to contacting the 
individuals. Deputy Ibarra planned to contact the group of individuals on the east side 
ofthe street. Deputy Cano planned to contact the group of individuals on the west side 
ofthe street. Deputy Ibarra observed two to four individuals standing on the east 
sidewalk. Deputy Cano observed five to eight individuals on the west sidewalk. Deputy 
Ibarra stopped the patrol vehicle midblock on Burin Avenue, approximately 15 feet from 
the groups. The individuals were drinking alcoholic beverages in public. The deputies 
attempted to detain the group of individuals pending a drinking in public investigation. 


Deputy Cano exited the vehicle and walked toward the group of individuals on the west 
sidewalk. Deputy Cano observed a male Hispanic wearing a green jacket and dark 
pants (later identified as Suspect Jimenez). Deputy Ibarra attempted to contact the 
group of individuals on the east sidewalk. After making eye contact with Deputy Cano, 
Suspect Jimenez began to walk south on the sidewalk, moving away from the rest of 
the group. As Suspect Jimenez walked away, Deputy Cano saw Suspect Jimenez grab 
a firearm from his waistband with both hands. Deputy Cano immediately recognized the 
firearm to be a long rifle. Suspect Jimenez took two to three steps south along the 
sidewalk as he turned his back toward Deputy Cano. Suspect Jimenez removed the 
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rifle half way out of his waistband, exposing the stock and the magazine of the rifle. 
Fearing Suspect Jimenez was going to fire at him or Deputy Ibarra, Deputy Cano fired 
four to six shots in rapid succession at Suspect Jimenez with his duty firearm. 


Suspect Jimenez turned to his right and ran southbound on the sidewalk. Shortly 
thereafter, Suspect Jimenez turned toward his left. Deputy Cano noticed Suspect 
Jimenez removed the rifle from his waistband and held it with both hands. Suspect 
Jimenez’ right hand was on the butt of the stock, and his left hand gripped the barrel. 
Suspect Jimenez turned his body toward Deputy Cano. Again, fearing Suspect 
Jimenez was going to fire at him, Deputy Cano fired an additional four to five shots in 
rapid succession at Suspect Jimenez. After the second volley of rounds, Suspect 
Jimenez dropped the rifle and fell to the ground. Deputy Ibarra believed he and Deputy 
Cano were being fired upon. Deputy Ibarra scanned the area to see where the 
gunshots were coming from. After the shooting, Deputy Ibarra contacted Deputy Cano 
regarding the shooting. Deputy Cano informed Deputy Ibarra that the suspect's rifle 
was on the grass. Deputies Cano and Ibarra walked up to Suspect Jimenez and the 
rifle. Deputy Cano walked up to Suspect Jimenez, without cover and exposed to quickly 
stop the threat (Suspect Jimenez). Deputy Ibarra walked up to the rifle to safeguard it. 


Both groups of individuals became unruly and started to advance toward the deputies. 
Deputy Ibarra maintained security of the rifle and commanded the crowd to stand back, 
while Deputy Cano handcuffed Suspect Jimenez without incident. Deputy Ibarra utilized 
his handheld radio and broadcasted they were involved in a “998” and requested 
medical aid for Suspect Jimenez [EXHIBIT C, radio traffic, Dispatch 12]. 


IAB Note: “998” is a Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department radio 
code for deputy involved shooting. 


Deputy Cano monitored Suspect Jimenez until medical services arrived. Assisting units 
arrived on scene and assisted Deputies Cano and Ibarra with management of the unruly 
crowd. The deputies gave commands to the crowd to stand back, which they complied. 
Suspect Jimenez was treated by Los Angeles County Fire, Engine 18, under the 
command of Captain Dicks. Suspect Jimenez was transported to UCLA Harbor 
General Hospital by McCormick ambulance #1501 for further treatment. Deputies 
secured the scene, canvassed for witnesses, and waited for Homicide Bureau 
investigators to arrive. Deputies Cano and Ibarra were transported to the South Los 
Angeles Station pending their interviews. 


An "Arsenal", model SLR95, black in color, containing an empty magazine seated in the 
magazine well of the rifle was recovered on the grass next to where the shooting 
occurred [EXHIBIT A, photos 70-75]. Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Scientific Services Bureau (SSB) personnel arrived and processed the scene. Forensic 
Identification Specialists (FIS) Jordan Swartz, "MN. photographed the scene 
[EXHIBIT A, scene photographs].

She wanted the 
deputies to speak with the individuals at party regarding the complaint. 


Deputy Ibarra drove southbound on Burin Avenue to investigate the complaint. Deputy 
Cano observed a group of individuals on the west sidewalk. The individuals were 
drinking alcoholic beverages from beer cans in public. Deputy Ibarra stopped the patrol 
vehicle midblock on Burin Avenue, approximately 15 feet from the group. Deputy Cano 
advised Deputy Ibarra he was going to contact the individuals on the west side of the 
street pending a drinking in public investigation. Deputy Cano opened his door and 
walked northbound, in an attempt to contact the group of individuals. 


Deputy Cano observed a male Hispanic (Suspect Jimenez) wearing a green jacket and 
dark pants. After making eye contact with Deputy Cano, the suspect began to walk 
south on the sidewalk, walking away from rest of the group. As the suspect walked 
away, Deputy Cano saw the suspect began to grab a firearm from his waistband with 
both hands. Deputy Cano immediately recognized the firearm to be an “AK style long 
rifle’ [Deputy Cano’s IAB transcripts, page 23]. The suspect removed the rifle half 
way out of his waistband, exposing the butt of the stock and the magazine of the rifle. 
While still walking toward the suspect, and fearing the suspect was going to shoot at 
him or Deputy Ibarra, Deputy Cano fired four to six shots in rapid succession at the 
suspect with his duty firearm. Deputy Cano was approximately 15 feet from the suspect 
when he fired. The group of individuals had moved away from the suspect and were 
not in Deputy Cano’s line of fire. Deputy Cano stated his backdrop was down the street 
towards businesses, and away from homes. Deputy Ibarra was on the east sidewalk as 
Deputy Cano fired his firearm. 


The suspect turned to his right and ran southbound on the sidewalk. Shortly thereafter, 
Suspect Jimenez turned toward his left. While still walking toward the suspect, Deputy 
Cano saw the suspect had removed the rifle from his waistband and held it with both 
hands. The suspect's right hand was on the butt of the stock, and his left hand gripped 
the barrel. The suspect turned his body toward his left, halfway turned around, toward 
Deputy Cano. Deputy Cano feared the suspect was going to fire at him. Deputy Cano 
fired an additional four to five shots in rapid succession at the suspect from 
approximately 15 feet away. After the second volley of rounds, the suspect dropped the 
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rifle on the grass. The suspect fell on the ground, a few feet away from the rifle. After 
the shooting, Deputy Cano informed Deputy Ibarra the suspect was on the ground, and 
the suspect's rifle was on the grass [Deputy Cano’s IAB transcripts, page 24]. 


Deputy Cano stated both group of individuals became unruly and started to advance 
toward Deputy Ibarra and himself. Deputy Cano was concerned the unruly crowd would 
take the rifle and attack them. Deputy Ibarra maintained security of the rifle and 
commanded the crowd to stand back, while Deputy Cano handcuffed the suspect 
without further incident. Deputy Ibarra broadcasted they were involved in a deputy- 
involved shooting and requested medical services for the suspect.

As Deputy Ibarra exited the driver's door of the patrol vehicle, he took a few steps and 
heard four to six gunshots. Deputy Ibarra did not know if they were being fired upon, or 
if Deputy Cano was involved in a shooting. At that moment, Deputy Ibarra believed he 
and Deputy Cano were being fired upon. Deputy Ibarra looked at Deputy Cano, who 
informed him (Deputy Ibarra) there was a rifle on the ground. Deputy Ibarra walked 
toward Deputy Cano. Deputy Ibarra observed Deputy Cano walk southbound along the 
sidewalk of Burin Avenue toward a male Hispanic (the suspect). The suspect was lying 
face down on the sidewalk. Deputy Ibarra described the suspect as a male Hispanic 
wearing dark clothing. Deputy Ibarra saw the suspect had his arms underneath his 
body as they approached. Deputy Ibarra did not know if the suspect had any additional 
weapons based on the suspect's body position. Deputy Cano informed Deputy Ibarra a 
rifle was on the grass near the sidewalk. Deputy Ibarra stood next to the rifle to 
safeguard it. Deputy Ibarra observed the rifle appeared to be an "AK-47 type of rifle" 
[Deputy Ibarra's IAB transcripts, page 14]. Deputy Cano told Deputy Ibarra to take 
care of the rifle and manage the crowd. 


Deputy Ibarra turned his body, with his back toward Deputy Cano and the suspect. 
Deputy Ibarra faced the crowd and ordered them to stand back. Deputy Ibarra 
broadcasted they had been involved in a shooting. He additionally requested medical 
services for the suspect, as well as additional units for crowd control. After the 
shooting, individuals began to exit their residences. Deputy Ibarra said the crowd grew 
to approximately 10 to 15 individuals. The crowd appeared to advance and surround 
them. Deputy Ibarra was concerned they might be ambushed or attacked by the crowd. 
Deputy Ibarra was concerned someone from the crowd would take the firearm [Deputy 
Ibarra's IAB transcripts, page 23]. He continued to give commands for the crowd to 
stand back. 


Additional units arrived and assisted with the unruly crowd. Deputy Ibarra did not speak 


to the suspect during the incident. Once the scene was secured, Deputy Ibarra was 
relieved and transported to the station to be interviewed.

On October 27, 2018, Witness EEE was interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Sergeant Gray and Detective Ruggiero. The interview was audio recorded 
[Witness ШЕШЕН Homicide transcript]. The following is a brief summary of 
the Homicide interview: 


Witness [J stated he had surveillance video which captured the moments prior to 
the shooting. Witness{j indicated the surveillance video did not have the capability 
to capture sound. The video captured activity on the street prior to the shooting. The 
video contained footage of an individual carrying an unknown object near his van. 
Witness ll van was parked on the street where the shooting took place. Witness 
4] was in his room when heard arguing followed by approximately nine gunshots. 
Witness {J remained inside the house until he was contacted by deputies. Witness 

stated the video could not be downloaded at that time, but he was willing to have 
a Sheriff's Department technician retrieve the video at a later time.

On March 23, 2021, Witness {J was interviewed by IAB Investigators Sergeants 
Shawn O’Donnell and Joseph Morales at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. 


On October 27, 2021, Witness was contacted by members of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department at his residence. Witness [J resided at 

, which was { of where the shooting took place. 
Witness advised deputies he had four surveillance cameras at his residence. 
Two surveillance cameras captured footage prior to the incident. 


Witness [J stated the video showed an unknown individual walking around his van 
and holding the butt stock of a rifle. The rifle was the length of a baseball bat. Shortly 
thereafter, there were flashes of light and he heard numerous gunshots. According to 
Witness i. the video did not capture the shooting. At the time he was contacted by 
deputies, he was unable to retrieve and download the video. Homicide investigators 
advised Witness а they would send technicians from the Department to obtain the 
video at a later time. According to Witness, he was not re-contacted [Witness 
IAB Transcript]. 


IAB investigators contacted Witness _ | regarding surveillance footage depicting the 
suspect with a rifle prior to the shooting, but the footage was no longer available.

| Upon arrival, Witness | parked his vehicle on Burin Avenue. He saw his 
and several other individuals on both sides of the street. Shortly thereafter, 

Witness$ saw a police vehicle arrive on the street. He saw the passenger door of 

the police vehicle open. Witness indicated he recognized the vehicle by the 

lights and passenger door that distinguished it as a police vehicle. 


As the police vehicle’s passenger door opened, Witness J observed a male run 
along the sidewalk. He heard several gunshots, followed by a voice, from what he 
believed came from a police officer. The officer yelled, “Stop running.” Shortly 
thereafter, Witness J heard several more gunshots. Witness [J said as soon 
as he heard the first gunshots, he ducked his head inside his vehicle. After the 
gunshots, Witness heard the group of individuals yelling. Witness did not 
see the deputy who fired the shots. Witness ll and his passenger remained in the 
vehicle until deputies ordered them to exit the vehicle.

On October 27, 2018, Witness (EEN was interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Sergeant Gray and Detective Ruggiero. The interview was summarized in 
the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, Homicide Book, page 29; Homicide 
transcripts].

Witness and his friend {J (Witness ) drove to the location to pick 
up Witnes: at a party.

Upon hearing the 
gunshots, Witness MN placed the passenger's seat back to hide from being fired

SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
Suspect Alvaro Jimenez 


On October 27, 2018, Homicide Investigators Sergeant Gray and Detective Ruggiero 
attempted to interview Suspect Jimenez at Harbor UCLA Medical Center. Suspect 
Jimenez refused to provide a statement to investigators. On October 31, 2018, 
Detective Ruggiero contacted Suspect Jimenez at Harbor UCLA Medical Center, to 
serve Suspect Jimenez with a DNA search warrant. Both contacts were audio 
recorded, however the interviews were not transcribed [Suspect Jimenez’ Homicide 
Interviews]. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


Homicide investigators interviewed ten individuals at the scene. The interviews were 
summarized by Homicide investigators in their report [Homicide Book, pages 39-48]. 
The ten individuals were in the area, but did not witness the deputy involved shooting. 


On August 5, 2021, IAB Investigators sent a certified letter to Witness to request 
an interview regarding the incident. At the completion of this shooting review, Witness 

had not responded to IAB Investigators. Photocopies of the certified letter 
receipts were submitted in the case [Miscellaneous Documents]. 


On August 5, 2021, IAB Investigators sent a certified letter to Witness mum to 
request an interview regarding the incident. At the completion of this shooting review, 
Witness [EEE had not responded to IAB Investigators. Photocopies of the certified 
letter receipts were submitted in the case [Miscellaneous Documents]. 


On March 23, 2021, IAB Investigators sent a certified letter to Suspect Jimenez to 
request an interview regarding the incident. Photocopies of the certified letter receipts 
were submitted in the case [Miscellaneous Documents]. On April 8, 2021, IAB 
Sergeant O'Donnell spoke with Attorney Brian T. Dunn representing Suspect Jimenez. 
Attorney Dunn told Sergeant O'Donnell he would call back to schedule an interview 
date. On August 3, 2021, IAB Sergeant Martinez left a message for Attorney Dunn to 
request an interview. On August 27, 2021, IAB Sergeant Martinez emailed and left a 
message for Attorney Dunn to request an interview. At the completion of this shooting 
review, Suspect Jimenez and Attorney Dunn had not responded to IAB Investigators. 
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
